More Funds to 
Expand Output 
National Security 
Demands Speed-Up, 
He Tells Congress 
WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


President 
Truman today 


asked congress for $3,341,- 
000,000 for a "major further 
expansion" of atomic produc- 
tion facilities. 


The money, in the form of a 


supplemental appropriation, would 
;o to the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. 


Truman said, in a letter to House 


Speaker Rayburn, the expansion 
is necessitated by the fact that 
'the Soviet Union has shown no 
disposition to cooperate in an in- 
.ernational program for 
control 


and regulation of armaments." 


Demands Leadership 


Lacking international control of 


atomic energy, he added, "the na- 
ional security and the security of 
the free world demand that we 
maintain and increase our leader- 
ship in this field." 


The president asked the funds 


'or the fiscal year starting July 1. 


At the same time, he declared: 
"The United States stands ready 


.0 move ahead on the United Na- 
-ions plan or any other plan that is 
no less effective 
in controlling 


atomic energy and thereby insur- 
ng the'prohibition of atomic weap- 
ons." 


Sen. McMahon (D-Conn), chair- 


man of the Senate-House Atomic 
Energy commission, said in Janu- 
ary that Truman had decided to 
recommend an atomic expansion. 
McMatibn had 'been advocating a 
six-fold expansion, to about six bil- 
lion dollars a year, but acknow- 
edged then he didn't expect Tru- 
man to go along withji program of 
that size. 


Would Speed Use* 


Any expansion presumably would 


not only, speed up additions to the 
J.S. stockpile of conventional A- 
bombs, both of World War II and 
smaller size, but would permit 
lushing ahead with greater speed 
he development of new military 
uses.

relation to their governments. The new Italian constitution provides 
mat every citizen who is unable to work and Is without the necessary 
means of livelihood is entitled to maintenance and social assistance. 


He is also "entitled to be provided for and assured 
the means adequate for existence in the case of ac- 
cident, chronic disability, old age and unemploy- 
ment."

step forward."

with him in his office in Rome a few months ago 
in the course of which I learned that the organiza- 
tion of labor in Italy and the concept of unionism 
there differ, importantly from our unions an'd their 
conduct.

His idealism seems naive by 


comparison to the vicious realities of our unionism, but the fault here 
is not to be found in the ideals but in the badness of the managers 
of the American union racket and the negligence or connivance of 
men who have a duty to prptect tne worker from oppression and ex- 
ploitation by unions as well as by employers. An Italian scholar in 
the Vatican can not know by practical experience the realities of 
unionism in the United Slates. If he relies on official publications of 
our state department he will be grievously deceived, as I will prove 
one day soon by an examination of this fraudulent material. He should 
be wary of the self-serving boasts and lies of touring American union 
racketeers who swagger through Italy on lavish expense accounts 
paid by their subjects and augmented by the state department, scat- 
tering alms like princes of old and taking unction to themselves as 
men of great charity. 


The system of American unionism as a political thing is so com- 


plex, so audacious and so corrupt that even Americans, with only a 
few exceptions, do not comprehend its badness. 
The problem of 


knowing how bad it is for the members as well as for the much 
greater majority who have escaped the man-hunts and round-ups, 
is not made easier by the counsel of advisers who have either failed 
to learn the truth or believe that bad unions are better than none.

A. D. an earthquake wrecked most 
of the buildings. The city was re- 
built. The new houses, temples had 
not long been rebuilt or restored 
when the final .catastrophe came. 
The date given is,Aug. 21, 79 A. 
D. Early in the morning' a severe 
shock of earthquake, then a dense 
shower of ashes came down to 
the depth of about 3 ft. 
Those 


most alarmed escaped. Many re- 
turned to save their 
valuables. 


Some so frightened stayed in their 
homes. The asiies were followed 
by red hot pumice stone which 
poured to a depth of 8 or 10 feet. 
Showers of volcanic ashos lashed 
all day. Thus the volcano of Ves- 
uvius brought ruin to this beauti- 
ful city. From the 
number of 


skeletons discovered it has been 
estimated that 2,000 people peri- 
shed. We passed by Vesuvius and 
many times viewed it with awe 
from a distance. We 
were told 


that for the last 300 years it has 
been the only active volcano near 
Naples. It rises in solitary maj- 
esty from a base, we were told, 
of some 30 miles in circumference. 
It rises to a height of some 4,300 
feet. The upper part of the moun- 
tain is divided into 2 peaks. It 
really was frightening to see the 
smoke continuously pouring out of 
the volcano. We hoped it would 
not go on a rampage 
while we 


were so near. 


The first record of activity af- 


ter centuries of quiet dates from 
63 A. D. (the Pompeiian one). 
Then again in August, 79. In 1906 
and from then on there have been 
many erruptions. 


The amphitheatre is one of the 


great ruins. It could seat 20,000. 
It seems Pompeii was forgotten 
till brought to light by a peasant 
digging' a well. He came across 2 
statutes and bronze vessels. It was 
then that King Charles the III of 


Naples became interested jn ex- 
cavating. That was in 17« and to- 
day most of the original city has 
been uncovered. Pompeii lay buri- 
ed a long time, almost 17 centur- 
ies. In walking over the ruins the 
guide called our attention to a 
very beautiful piece of white sta- 
tuary, head 
and 
shoulders of 


"Diana" placed on a pedestal. He 
showed us a concealed pipe in the 
back of her head where the priests 
talked through and the worship- 
pers on the other side 
believed 


they were being spoken to by, Di- 
ana. 
' 


We took great interest in the 


museum located on the site of the 
former city. It was here we saw 
many beautiful and 
interesting 


pieces that had been unearthed. 


Besides 'the amphitheatre Pom- 


peii possessed a large uncovered 
theatre and a smaller covered one. 
Those were the days of real sport 
for those with money. We saw the 
ruins of the Forum; important re- 
ligious festivals were held here. In- 
cluding the colonnade the Forum 
measured -197 feet in length and 156 
feet in breadth. The place was 
adorned with marble statues of 
distinguished Romans. We saw the 
ruins of many, many temples. One 
temple, Isis, was built in the first 
century. . 


We spent some time in the muse- 


um viewing with interest treasures 
taken from the ground of the dead 
city. There were all kinds of arti- 
cles that would be found in the 
homes of the poor and rich alike, 
jewelry included. Was there ever 
an age or a woman who did not 
have the desire for these accesso- 
ries! Then as a reminder of this 
awful tragedy we looked upon casts 
of human corpses and one of a dog. 
The bodies of those perished in the 
storm of ashes which covered Pom- 
peii left perfect molds in the ashes 
which afterwards hardened. These 
molds were filled with soft plaster 
of Paris thus preserving the figures 
and their "pathetic attitude. What 
a terrible death. 


I mentioned, I believe, before the 


rich bachelor's home or the House 
of Vettii. It has been allowed to 
remain in the condition it was 
found when unearthed in 189 J. 
Therefore it affords insight into 
domestic details of the wealthy 
people. The painted wall decora- 
tions are so effective and extreme-

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ly well preserved. The house is a 
museum in itself. 


Works of art, paintings, sculp- 


tures and everything of worth 
found 'in the buried homes, but the 
House of Vettil, were placed in the 
museum in the city of Naples. In 
the villa of Diomedes a number of 
skeletons were discovered also. 
Near them were jewels and coins. 
They were in the subterranean 
vault of the villa and supposed to 
have suffocated from the sulphur 
vapors.

Naples 


Naples is called a town of great 


antiquity founded in 1056 B.~ p. 
In our early day it was the home 
of nobility, artists and celebrated 
poets. Through the ages 
Naples 


has been the scene of revolts and 
disturbances. The city overlooks 
the. Bay of Naples which is one of 
the worlds beauty spots, an ideal 
and fascinating situation. A good 
place to pass your days in indol- 
ence and luxury if you have the 
time and 'the money. Though liv- 
ing is much less in Italy than the 
U. S. A. one gets a lot for their 
money in climate, good food and 
magnificent scenery, 
you 
view 


with awe the great Vesuvius. You 
raise your eyes to the bluest of 
blue -skies. You look down upon 
the bluest of blue waters com- 
pletely captivated. You feel 
as 


though you were in dream land: 


The city of Naples has 966.423 


inhabitants. There is much that is 
worthy of seeing. Beautiful pal- 
aces, many of them and scores of 
magnificent cathedrals. Everyone 
that goes to Italy seems to want 
to pay a visit to Naples. All these 
places are worthwhile but for my- 
self I would ratner be in Rome or 
Florence. If for a stay of any 
ength of time the lake regions are 
glorious places. You all may think 
I overrate the places and things 
I write about. You are wrong if 
you do. I really cannot do them 
justice. Our group feels we are 
having- a very worthwhile and un- 
usual time.

Western sectors in an obvious rab- 
ble-rousing effort to exert pres 
sure because of West Germany's 
signing of the European army pact 
and a peace contract with the 
Western powers. 


The propaganda assault broke 


out in the boroughs of Kreuzberg 
and Neukoelln in the American see 
tor. The downtown business area 
suddenly filled with thousands of 
teenagers from the adjacent So 
viet sector just as the day's snop 
ping was ending. They streamed In 
from five avenues as the streets 
were black with workers going 
home. 


The youths behaved well enough, 


but about 1,000 older and brawnier 
Communist laborers s u d d e n l y 
touched off trouble by spreading 
leaflets at Kottbusser Tor (gate to 
Kottbuss). 


Anthony Eden, the British for- 


eign minister, was in Berlin to 
underscore the determination ex- 
pressed by the West to protect and 
defend its residents from Commu- 
nist attack. 


He told the West Berlin city par- 


liament that "we shall not be in- 
fluenced" by Communist threats 
over the signing of the peace con- 
tract with West Germany at Bonn 
and the European defense treaty in 
Paris.

To Quell POWi 
In Koje Camp 


KOJE ISLAND. Korea-(AP) — 
Bayonet-weilding U. S. and Brit- 
ish troops, using tear gas bombs 
today broke up a Communist dem- 
onstration in a compound for de- 
fiant North.Korean officer prison- 
ers of war and tore down the pris- 
9ners' ramshackle command post 
and dispensary. 


There were no casualties

either side. 


The Reds began parading this 
afternoon in the compound where 
2,700 officers and enlisted order 
lies are held. 


At least 100 U. S. and British 
infantrymen entered the enclosure 
shortly. after on orders of Col. 
Henry Taylor, Washington. D. C. 
deputy commander of the United 
Nations Koje Island prison camp. 


They broke up the demonstra- 
tion with tear gas bombs 
and 
drove the Reds into the center of 
the compound. Then they syste- 
matically ripped apart the two 
metal shacks 
serving as 
the 
POWs' command post and dispen- 
sary. 


The Reds apparently staged the 


disturbance in an attempt to force 
Brig. Gen. Haydon L. Boatner, 
camp commander, to visit 
the 


compound and confer with them, a 
camp spokesman said. 


The spokesman added that Boat- 


ner received "a long, abusive, in- 
sulting, demanding letter" from 
he compound leader two 
days 


ago. 


The general never answered it 


because the letter violated Boat- 
ner's rules that messages to him 
rom POWs must be "brief, court- 
eous and to the point."

iscal year starting this July 1. 
This 537-milllon-dollar difference

The prohibition against saccha- 


rin, a harmless artificial sweetener 
without food or caloric value, is 
designed to establish a higher qual 
ity standard for beverages. 


Fox said last night the regula- 


tion is tentatively scheduled-to go 
into effect July 1. The department 
is considering a request to post- 
pone its effective date for 30 days, 
however. 


Under present state law, soft 


drinks must carry five per cent 
sugar by volume. Most manufac- 
turers put out a sweeter product, 
using up to 11 per cent sugar, but 
some have used the minimum 
sugar requirement and added sac- 
charin. 


The agriculture department has 


discretion in fixing standards for 
many foods, although standards 
for some are detailed in the sta- 
tutes. 


Under one law, the use of substi- 


tutes for valuable constituents of 
foods—including beverages—is for- 
bidden if the substitutes have the 
effect of decreasing the quality or 
strength of the product.

come a profitable part-time pas- 
time for the two new city dog 
catchers, D. E. Gilbert and Edgar 
Loescher. 


The two were hired last March 


by Police Commissioner C. L. Bal- 
lard and now compose the entire 
force of the "City Police Dog De- 
partment." They were hired as a 
result of complaints received by 
the commissioner that dogs were 
bothering residents in the city. 


New Ordinance 


According to a previous city 


ordinance, only a small ($500) fee 
was set up to provide a dog catch- 
er for the city. Under the new 
ordinance, 
drafted by 
Ballard, 


Gilbert and Loescher are doing a 
business which pays money into^ 
he city, makes them money and 
ilso eliminates the pesky dog prob- 
cm. 


Under the new set-up, all dog 


)wners are forced to purchase li- 
cnses for their pets. To date an 
fficial 450 licenses have been pur- 
hasccl. but Gilbert and Loescher— 
vho have been calling on almost 
very dog owner in the city ex-

The city 
rdinance says that after 48 hours 
ic dog may be destroyed but, says 
allard, the dog catchers are being 
xtrcmely lenient with the rule and 
sually the 48-hour limit is doubled 
nd even tripled. 
If the dog owner comes out to the 


pound—a ventilated shed located 
on the site of the proposed city 
dump—he will pay the license fee 
for the dog ($2 for male and $4 for 
female), and will pay $1 for each 
day the dog has been kept in the 
pound. From this fee, the dog 
catchers receive a commission of 
50 cents off each dog license sold. 
If the dog is destroyed the city 
pays $1. 


To date the dog catchers" have 


rounded up an estimated 62 dogs 
(at present there are seven in the 
pound) without licenses. At one 
time there were 30 animals without 
city tags locked in the pens. 


At Tuesday's city council meet- 


ing, 
Ballard 
said that his dog 


catchers will work two hours daily 
next month to round up stray, un- 
licensed animals. He said Jhat he 
knew the license did mean it gave 
the dog the right to "run at large," 
but through the city tag, people 
who have property destroyed by 
the animals will have a valid civil 
suit case against the owner of the 
dog. 


The dog catching equipment in- 


cludes a white-boarded trailer on 
which is the sign "City Police Dog 
Dept." and it is used for collecting 
the strays. 


The pound, a clean, cement floor- 


ed building, is divided into two sec- 
tions—the male and the female 
wards. Both sections have regular 
feeding pans and hay beds. Right 
now Chief Catcher Gilbert is re- 
pairing the hole in the wall made 
jy three dogs in their recent "jail- 
break" from the pound. 


The men officially started collect- 


ing the dogs April 1 and, says Bal- 
lard, "we haven't had a complaint 
about dogs since."

WASHINGTON— (AP) —States 


.that don't want slot machines with- 
in their borders may have to step 
'In and give the federal government 
• hand. 
" Most states have tougher laws 
than the federal ban on interstate 
•hipment of coin-operated gam- 
bling devices, as interpreted by 
three different federal judges. 


The judges' decisions will re- 


quire the return of some of the 
thousands of slot machines which 
have been seized by FBI agents 
"In various parts of the country. 


Possession Not Enough 


These decisions hold, in effect, 


that mere possession is not enough 
under the federal law to provide 
a legal basis for destruction of a 
'slot machine. 


Most states, on the other hand, 


hax'e laws making it a crime to 
use, possess, or operate a gam- 
bling device.

Judge Chestnut ruled that a per- 


son who "owns, uses, places out 
for play on a rental or percentage 
basis and repairs his own gam- 
bling machines, but does not sell 
them, is not a dealer." 


Return 588 


U. S. Attorney Howard L. Doyle 


said in Springfield, 111., yesterday 
that 588 slot machines seized dur- 
ing FBI raids in downstate Illinois 
last March were being returned to 
their owners. Some machines al- 
so will have to be returned to Ken- 
tucky. 


Justice department officials said 


today there will be no let-up in en- 
forcement of the federal law as a 
result of the court decisions. They 
said, however, that when machines 
are seized they will have to be able 
to present evidence that they were 
owned by a "dealer." 


The federal law requires manu- 


facturers and dealers in slot ma- 
chines to register with the Justice 
department and file monthly re- 
ports on their inventories, sales 
and deliveries. 


Seize 12,500 


There have been about 500 reg- 


istrations under the 1951 law. The 
FBI has seized about 12,500 slot 
machines. 


There has been no indication so 


far as to whether congress might 
tighten up the federal law to make 
all 
slot 
machines which have 


crossed state lines fair game for 
the FBI except in Nevada. Neva- 
da has passed a law taking itself 
out from under the federal act. 


Lift Ban on Gas 
For Air Travel 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — Airline 


travel and other private flying can 
zoom back to normal next Tues- 
day morning. 


Secretary of the Interior Oscar 


Chapman last night signed an or- 
der lifting restrictions at that time 
on the amount of gasoline commer- 
cial and sports flying could use. 


The restrictions were imposed 


May 6, as the result of a strike by 
90,000 oil workers. The effects of 
the strike have eased as the result 
of individual settlements In the in- 
dustry.

Congress Does Its Arithmetic 
In Almost Fantastic Manner 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — Watch- 


ing congress do its arithmetic is 
one of the strange sights. On the1 
foreign aid bill, for instance. 


It would be tough to visualize a 


million dollars unless you piled it 
up in one-dollar bills. It would be 
to lighter to visualize what it would 
buy or do if you were voting to 
cut that much money from a bill, 
or add it. 


Not for congress. Congress just 


whacks it or adds it. 


It might seem far tougher to jug- 


gle 200 million or even one billion, 
particularly in foreign aid when the 
money might be used for every- 
thing from guns to butter. 


No Trouble 


Apparently this doesn't give con- 


gress' too much trouble, either, 
judging from the way it handled 
the foreign aid bill. 


President Truman and all his 


top brass in Washington recom- 


mended $7,900,000,000 in foreign 
aid. 


The house foreign affairs com- 


mittee and the senate foreign re- 
lations committee lopped one bil- 
lion off that. Then the house slic- 
ed off some more, approving $6,- 
163.000,000. 


Only a handful of people on the 


floor could have had anything ap- 
proaching a precise notion of just 
what they were cutting off in aid. 


Then came the senate's turn. 


Just like tick, tack, toe, propos- 
als were made to lop off one bil- 
lion, 500 million, and 400 million 
from the approximately $6,900,000,- 
000 recommended by the senate 
committee. 


All three proposals were voted 


down. Then Senator Long, Louis- 
iana Democrat, arose with a sug- 
gestion to knock off 200 million. 
Bingo. The senate approved that 
much cut. 


General Eisenhower had warned 


that any cut larger than the bil- 
lon recommended by two commit- 
tees would be playing with danger. 
His rival for the Republican pres- 
idential nomination, Senator Taft, 
said a cut of two billion would be 
about right. How Eisenhower or^ 
Taft arrived at their figures is not 
known either. 
• 


When the senators voted last 


night, most of those backing Taft 
voted in favor or cutting, most of 
those backing Eisenhower went 
along with the Democrats who 
fought the cuts.
